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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 1 ) As to the rejection in paragraph 5 of the final 
rejection, the basis for inferring inherency was clearly set forth in the rejection: the sectional area changing rate is set to generate a 
warning signal for the driver and therefore must be sufficiently large to be noticed by the driver, therefore the references have a sectional 
area changing rate which has no upper limit just like the claimed range of greater than or equal to 5.0%; once such a basis for inferring 
inherency has been established the burden is shifted to applicants to provide evidence (and not just arguments) to the contrary (MPEP 
2112 and 21 12.01 ). 2) As to the rejection in paragraph 6 of the final rejection, the basis for inferring inherency was clearly set forth in the 
rejection: the sectional area changing rate is set to reduce resonance inside the tire while minimizing imbalance (lack of uniformity) around 
the tire circumference, which shows a close correspondence of both structure and function between the claimed tire/wheel assembly and 
the reference tire/wheel assembly; once such a basis for inferring inherency has been established the burden is shifted to applicants to 
provide evidence (and not just arguments) to the contrary (MPEP 2112 and 2112.01).
